Expratsas Regret at Sinking of Am- 
oiiean Vatsols But Evadad 



Germany's reply to the Ameri- 
can note sent after the sinking of 
tho Laaitaala waa doUTerad to Am- 
bassador Oernrd at Rnrlin Satur- 
day. It does not specifically answer 
the Aaorfoaa rspraaantatioao con- 
cerning the sinking of the liner, nor 
the demand for the discontinuance 
of submarine warfsro on nierehant 
vessels. These points are left for 
future negotiations. The Berlin 
note expresses regret for attacks on 
American vessels, which are said to 
have been unintentional. Compen- 
sation is offered in oasM wherein 
Germany is shown to have been at 
fault.

The arrival of a strango white 
man in any of the villages in cen- 
tral Africa is quite an exciting 
evaat. Spaakiag of his parsooal ex- 
parlaBoaa in thia respect ia his book, 
^'Amonf tha Primitive Bakongo," 
Mr. Joha H. Weeks says: 

"Every one passed rcinniks on 
my porsonal appearnnco nnd !«'lpct- 
od my physical ppculiaritic* for fpp- 
cial attaatioa. There were allusions 
to my yoothfal appearaaoa, to my 
neck ud nosa aad absaaea of a 
beard. Of course I was naable to 
understand them, hut my rolloaguos 
were only loo di'lightcd to give a 
Vfry literal t rniixliil ion of (he ob- 
servations none too quietly passed 
by the facetiooi onlookerB. 

"Tha town was agof with excite- 
ment. Theta wu Mrtering for 
foo<l, the haggling about the prica 
of the cassiivn, tbo plantain, or the 
peanuts ofTcri'd for Siilc nnd the 
worth of the tiadc goods olTorcd in 
exchange; the interchange of news, 
but the greatest of all interest to 
the loealnatiTea centered in the 
white man. The inhabiants of the 
village formed a semicircle round 
his nowly borrowed hut and watch- 
ed his every movement. He strips 
off his jacket, turns down the collar 
round his neck and rolls up his shirt 
eleevaa preparatory to a wash, and 
there an andibla caaurks about the 
whiteness of his skin. They eye 
him critically at his toilet. 

" 'What is that stuff lio is rubbing 
on his hands?' asks one ignoramus. 

" 'That/ replies a much traveled 
man, 'is what they call soap. See 
wbat a lather it makes.' And there 
Is maeh amnsed contempt in his 
tones as ho gives the bit of informa- 
tion to the untraveled folk in his 
village. 

"The ablutions are fioiahed, and 
the white man is now drjriof him* 
self, and whila two or thaW^^eetar 
tan are passiaff temaifca on tbe 
aiillf of so good a cloth — towel — 
for such a purpose a woman on tlie 
outskirts of the crowd asks: 

" 'Is that all he is going to wash t 
Why, we wash all over!' 

"And there ia disdain mingled 
wiih disappoiatmant as she pats 
the question and a suggestion that 
the white man is not as clean as he 
might bo. The white man's boy 
does not like the (^uery in the tone, 
and as his honor is bound up with 
hia maatar'a he iafomu the crowd 
jaaenUj that Ua maatar bathes 
tegulariy in his own town. The 
woman is answered and tho puldic 
receives an interesting bit of in- 
formation, which by and by is dis- 
tributed among the neighboring vil- 
lager 1%* white man^ repjitattos 
for #n«iaaM to MTed."

But tha arguant cmaaa up per- 
amfally that Bacon waa tha antfaor 
Books have been written in proof. 
"Ciphers" have been discovered by 
this and that person going to pro\ e 
that Bacon had in that cryptic man- 
ner disclosed his authorship, and 
books were alao written to ahow 
that it waa impoaaibla Bacon eonld 
have been the author. And tha dis- 
cussion pro and con still goes on. — 
Pittsburgh Dispatch.

Tlic couple were a 
young man and a young woman, 
who, 80 tradition records, were re- 
markable for thair haarhif and 
beautjr. 

Who th^ were or whaooa thqr 
came no one in Salem town oonld 
tell. The ship being detained by 
adverse winds, tiie luyslcrious cou- 
ple excited the suspioioiii of tl.e 
towiispoojiic, who vicwri] tlieni aa 
uncanny and prophesied disaster to 
the vessel if allowed to sail in her. 
But the maatar, a bluff and atem 
sailor, refoaed to liatan and finally 
departed on a Friday. 

The vessel never reached her des- 
tination and was never spoken, but 
later in the year incoming vessels 
reported sighting a craft with lunii- 
noua rigging and sails and ahining 
hull and span. She waa aiiling 
with all canraa aet againat the wind, 
with a crew of dead men standing 
in the fcliroiuls and leaning over the 
rail, while upon the aoarterdeck 
stood a young and beautifol 
—New York Herald.
